WELCOME NEWS— THE WATER FALLING. 


C i n c in n a t i, February 14:b.— At 7 r. M. 
the river had receded three-fourths of an 
inch, and tbe good news of an actual begin­ 
ning spread quickly, givirg a profound feel­ 
ing of relief wherever it teiched. 
The first 
notice of the check came during the after­ 
noon, and the postiug of it on ’Change caused 
an outburst of applause from the people wai :- 
ing for river bulletins. 
W ith this decidedly 
cold weather at d wind the fall has every 
facility for being constant and rapid. 
The 
slight swells at Fittsburg since the first de­ 
cline there are not sufficient to briog the 
river to the tremendous proportions it shows 
to-night, after a decided fail, such as now 
seems probable. 
S'ill, with the most rapid 
decline that can t e expected, it will bo days 
before the houses are relieve J, and the pro­ 
cess of the fall is fraught with much danger 
to houses. 


AFFAIRS ALONG THE RIVER. 
Cairo (111.), February 14th.—The steamer 
Fowler reports water on the first floor of the 
buildings on Front street at Paducah, and all 
the landings on the K entucky side under 
wvt-r ; but there is no suffering, as the peo­ 
ple have gone to the hills. 
Joppa, a small 
town on the Illinois side, is inundated, the 
water C o v erin g the tops of the houses. 
The 
town is completely deserted. 
A t Metropolis 
the water is over the first floors in the build­ 
ings on Front street, aud all business has 
been removsd to the beck streets. A t Mound 
City everything is secure so far, and budne-s 
is carried on as usual. 
Mound City, like 
Cairo, is protected by a system of levees, and 
the river will have to rise about three feet 
more to cause much inconvenience there. 
It 
is reported that the towns of Golconda, 
Southland, Liiz ifcethtown, New Liberty and 
Shawneetow’a are under water. 


REPORT FROM LOUISVILLE 
L ouisville, February 
14th.—'The river 
continues rioirg, 
Tbe weather is very cold, 
the wind blowing and the waves tumbling 
down inundated h mses. 
Thn southeastern 
part of the city is fl >oled. 
Men have been 
employed buildiug a cement wall around the 
tanks and purifiers tif the gas works all day, 
and there ie not much fear of the works shut­ 
ting down. 
About 5,000 people are out of 
their homes here, but the local relief commit­ 
tees have tbiugs well in hand, and ihrre ie 
not much suffeiing. 
Inch by inch the water 
has crn.e up at Jeffersonville, till nearly ev­ 
ery street has disappeared. If the water con­ 
tinues to lies at the prc-sert rate, by coon 
Friday there will not be a d iy spot in the 
town. 
The sights are most app .lling and 
distressing. 
Houses ore cavsd in, and hun­ 
dreds of people are huddled together in the 
same building. 
Many remain in the second 
stories, shivering, suffering fr_m dampness 
aud cold, ar d iu many cases hunger. 
The 
Penitentiary is still out of water, but a little 
m 
e riso and the cosvicts w ill become fl iod 
sufferer?, with nowhere to go. 
U t'cs, lo o ., 
ir almost our of sight. 
The inhabitants fled 
to the hills for safety. 
Clarksville :s entirely 
depopulated.

W a s h in g t o n , February 14th.—Investiga­ 
tion of the Danville election riot was begun 
this morning. 
Congressman Bell and John 
S. W ise were present. 
W alter Swithers, a 
colored policeman at Danville, testified that 
on November 31 a white man and a colored 
man got to fighting, and when separated the 
whites ranged in line along the curb and a 
crowd of whites and colored men were in the 
street. 
The whites had pistols in their hands 
and said the colored men could get enough of 
it if they wanted it, and that if they didn’t 
leave tome of them would get hurt. 
The ne­ 
groes objected to leavicg, saying the whites 
were trying to override them 
The firing 
then begar, at first the shots bei g fired in 
the air. 
The colored people beg .n to run, 
and the whites fired at them whenever they 
could see them. 
W . R. Taylor (white) testified that an or­ 
dinary row occurred November 3 i between a 
white rnau and a negro, which led to che riot. 
W hen the fight began there were but three 
white men and some 
fifteen 
negroes on 
the etreet in sight. 
A t the climax there 
were between 200 and 300 negroes and about 
15 white men. 
In witness’ opinion, had the 
white men showed fear they would all have 
been mnrdered then. 
W itness said two or 
three pistols were fired among the negroes. 
W itness emptied five chambers of his pistol 
at the negroes. 
H e would most assuredly Go 
so again under ¡ike circumstances. 
Don’t 
know whether he hit anybody or not. 
A. H . B lu et thought the whole trouble be­ 
tween the races arose from the insolence of 
tbe negroes. 
H e thought that if Senator 


Sherman and Congressman W ise h»d seen 
their daughters slapped eff the sidewalk, as 
witness had seen those of respectable men in 
Danville, they would want to leave Virginia. 
He had seen a white man escorting a white 
lady to church or the c.pera, and a negro man 
“ bust right through their arms.” 
C aliforn ia'» In d in a C la im . 
W ashington, February 14 h. — Senator 
Maxey, from the Committee on Military 
Affaire, has reported adversely the bill to in­ 
demnify the State of California for balances 
paid and remaining due on account of the in­ 
debtedness incurred in Indian wars, for the 
payment of which the State issued bonds in 
1851 and 1852, part of which remain due, ow­ 
ing to War Department rulings.

He said yesterday that he 
first knew Mrs. Almy about twenty years 
ago. 
The family then consis ed c-f a mother, 
two daughters and son. 
About 
fourteen 
years ago they moved from East Chester to 
Williamsburg, where 
D avis 
married the 
mother and lived with her for several years. 
“ One night,” said Davis, 
*' I came home 
..nd found her gone, and that’s the last I ever 
saw of her. 
W hen Jennie was about 15 
years old she married a man named Schwarlz. 
She separated from him soon s.fterward, and 
I doD’t know what bscamo of her. 
W ithin a 
few months of the time that she was married 
she was in Bellevue Hi spital. 
I think she 
was treated for insanity, caused by epileptic 
fits. 
H er temper was very violent.” 
Emma Hyde said she knew Jennie. 
’’ The 
last time I saw her was in September, when 
I met her at W illiams’ Bridge. 
She was ac­ 
companied 
by a tall, 
dark-complexioned 
man, who was introduced to me as Dr. 
Knight, her intended husband. 
She said 
she had beeD living in Chicago, and ex­ 
pected to go back. 
She said then that Almy 
was alive, in California.” 
Miss H yde said 
there was something mysterious in the way 
Jem ie appeared. 
Her mother said i-he had 
been found by a policeman and given to her 
Mrs. Alm y kept a sort of liquor store, and 
John Davis was her barkeepier. 
After Alm y 
ceased sending moaey to her she married 
John Jamieson. 
She fell out with him, and 
then married Davis. 
After she left Davis 
she went back to Jam ies n, aud lived with 
him until 
he died. 
The 
last heard of 
Schwartz, Jennie’s husband, was that he was 
in Sing Sing for robbing the Harlem R ail­ 
road. 
Andre's friends eay that he is a grand- 
nephew of Major Andre, of revolutionary 
fame. 
H is mother is the daughter of Gen­ 
eral Croft in, late of the British army. Police 
Captain Gunner, who took charge of Andre’s 
papers, was asked by a reporter : " Is it true 
that. Miss Alm y deceived Andre as to her 
former marriage?” Gunner answered, " N o ; 
she t -Id him all about it before they were en­ 
gaged to each other.”

Whenever 
the latter were in power, he said, they advo­ 
cated war for the aggrandizement of tne Em ­ 
pire, and this he strongly deprecated. 
Gladstone said he was unable to support 
L.-vsou’s amendment, because, after 
the 
challenge of the opposition, it was a neces­ 
sary verdict of the House. 
W . E. Forster said the G ivernment had 
failed io promptness 
The battle of Tel- 1- 
Kebir had left England practically mistress 
of Egypt, and she was therefore answerable 
for the events l a the Souiau. 
England 
ought to have prevented Egypt from attem pt­ 
ing the recocquest of the S udan with un­ 
willing E yptian soldiers, many of whom 
were in chains. 
It was ooiy pwsible becaus-: 
Egypt was garrisoned by British soldiers. 
H e sharply criticised England for permit­ 
ting exactions frcm the fellahern to pay the 
gambling bondholders’ demand fi r indrmci y 
on account of the destruction ( f European 
properly at Alexandria. 
He also considered 
it unjust. 
He asked if Fracce w uld pay for 
damage caused by the {communists. 
Forster 
declared that if the British troops la d beer, 
timely sent to relieve the belesgured gnrri- 
sons the massacres would not have occurred. 
H e would support the Government, how­ 
ever, because it had sent General Gordon to 
the ¿Sondan, and because it was taking meia- 
ures to relievo Tokar. 
H e deprecated a half­ 
hearted, halting policy. 
Sir Charles Dilke, President of the Local 
Government Board, thanked Forster 
for 
promising his vote to the Government, after 
such a singular speech. 
After refuting Fors­ 
ter’s criticisms. Dilke explained the reason 
why General Sir Evelyn Wood had not been 
sent to the Soudan after tbe disaster to Hicks 
Pasha’s troops, which was that his force eu 
listed on condition that it til u’.d not be sent 
to the Soudan.

In an interesting paper by Dr. W . C. 
Van Bibber, and which is to appear in the 
forthcom ing annual report of the M ary­ 
land State Board of H ealth, the question 
of neutralizing malarial influence is treated. 
The statem ent is reaffirmed th a t m alaria is 
not confined to any particular district or 
section. 
In houses malarial effects aro due 
to ill-ventilated apartm ents, dam p cellars 
and cesspools. 
In cities they arise from 
sewers, cesspools, uncleanlineas and preven­ 
tion of air circulation by the high walls of 
etreets and alleys, and by deterioration of 
the air by radiation cf heat from walls and 
pavements in summer, and the exhalation 
of factories, slaughtering yards, refuse col­ 
lections, and saturation of the earth from 
ill-fitted drains and gas pipes at all times. 
All these things, this sanitarian claims, 
may he remedied, provided citizens will 
lend a more determ ined hand in the m at­ 
ter. 
To lessen the deteriorating quality of 
the air from heat radiation, he advises gar­ 
den cultivation on the tops of hack build­ 
ings, stables, low warehouses, etc. 
He 
urges liberal tree cultivation, but condemns 
ash and white m ulberry trees for city uses, 
preferring the female alanthus and chest­ 
nut. 
For had air generally there is, he de­ 
clares, but one specific, cleanliness. 
The 
leaders in government m ast patiently edu­ 
cate the public how to bo clean. 
If the 
surface of the earth exhales had gases in a 
city it is because noxious m atter is perm it­ 
ted beneath it. 
This m ust be remedied, 
and it is the only remedy. 
Cesspools, he 
avers, are the worst of all nuisances. Their 
increase enlarges the danger to health in a 
vastly disproportionate ratio. 
In Balti­ 
more he found in 9,G00 acres no less than GO, • 
000 sinks. The daily deposits of the people 
of a city, if retained in the earth, rapidly 
augm ent a state of unhealth. 
Can such 
m atter be removed at reasonable cost ? He 
believes it can, and th at a population may 
be familiarized with, and brought to the 
adoption of the necessary methods, diffi­ 
cult as the problem tnay seem. He believes 
the work can be accomplished for one-third 
of a cent per day per individual. 
If this 
ij a correct estim ate, the inventive genius 
of Americans should be equal to the task 
H e cites the fact th at in Bolton, Scotland, 
where there are residing 100,000 people, 
the dangerous solid m atter is daily, or 
nightly, collected, removed and utilized. 
The liquid m atter it is not difficult to 
chemically neutralize. 
As 
preventive 
of 
malarial 
effects, 
where the source is from low lands, the sub 
merged sections where possible should be 
filled, and low lands thoroughly drained 
off. 
But in all malarial districts, so-called, 
the best fever and ague preventives are 
tem perance in eating and drinking, avoid­ 
ing in sum m er entire suits of linen cloth 
ing ; persistent drying of the air of sleep- 
ing-rooms by fire morning and night ; 
erection of 
dwellings so far above the 
ground as to perm it perfectly free circula­ 
tion of air beneath ; filtering and boiling 
drinking w a te r;

In making this statem ent the C hief has 
libeled the saloon-keepers, or confessed his 
own incapacity, and we think he has done 
both. 
W e do not believe th at it will re­ 
quire the employment of one hundred, or 
even one extra police, to compel the deal­ 
ers in liquors to obey the law. 
Their 
placet are well known, they do 
busi­ 
ness 
openly, 
and 
are 
not 
rebels. 
M ark, 
we are not championing 
these 
men, bu t protesting 
against 
incapaci­ 
ty. 
If saloons have not heretofore been 
closed on election day, it has been, possi­ 
bly, because public sentim ent has con­ 
sented to th at state of quiescence of the law 
into which it appears to have Bunk ; but also 
because the police authorities have lacked 
viger. 
I t eeems th at it waB needed for a 
committee of reputable citizens to appeal 
to the officers of the law to enforce the law 
—a shameful state of affairs, and to which 
the reply of the Chief of Police th at con­ 
victions cannot be secured, is no reply, no 
defense 
for 
lack 
of 
back-bone. 
One 
efficient officer can notify every saloon­ 
keeper in the city th at the law will here­ 
after be enforced, and we believe the 
saloon-keepers will obey.

M r. Beagan replies to the demand of the 
Louisville Courier-Journal th at ample time, 
as m easured by the importance of the sub­

former Congress m astered the subject and 
th at three days’ debate before the present 
committee was enough. 
But the Journal 
rightly insists th at this is no answer. 
The 
present is not a former Congress ; the pres­ 
ent is not the old committee ; the subject 
is one of the most momentous ever before 
the country ; its hasty consideration is not 
demanded, but would be inexcusable. The 
Courier-Journal adds th at hasty legislation 
is the bane of the nation ; in every depart­ 
m ent of Governm ent we are cursed w ith it. 
If a measure is ju st and right its advocates 
need not fear agitation ; it is only weak 
legislation, partial legislation, class legisla­ 
tion which has anything to fear from dis­ 
cussion. 
I t concludes a renewal of its pro­ 
test by quoting from the report of the A d­ 
visory Commission on Differential Bates. 
T hat Commission made a painstaking in­ 
vestigation, open and thorough, and said : 
“ Competition has made roads national 
which were once local, and it is vain to ex­ 
pect th at so im portant a subject as th a t of 
differential rates will he settled on the 
local preferences or prejudices of those who 
may have authority in railroad circles.

to the full benefit, th at the charges for 
railroad services have steadily declined, 
even when railroads have been so con­ 
ducted as to avoid competitive strife.”

D ECISIO N . 


Following is the decision rendered by the 
Supreme Court in the case of Meyer vs. Por 
ter, relative to the payment of coupons of 
Sacramento city bonds, to which rtference 
was made yeBterday : 
Application (or a w rit of m andate to compel the 
fre ,s u re r of th e city of Sacram ento to pay, o ut of 
funds in tiie city treasury, certain post due and pay­ 
able coupons belonging to bonds issued by tbe city 
of Sacram ento, of winch th e plaintiff is th e o w ter 
and holder. 
The fund o u t of which paym ent is dem anded is 
know n as th e “ In terest and Sm km g F u n d ” of the 
c ry of Sacram ento. It is adositted th ere was in th a t 
fund, when th e coupons w ere presented and pay­ 
m en t dem anded, the sum of slOu.OOO, y tt the Treas­ 
u rer refus-. d to p a j, and th e C ourt below sustained 
him i.i his refusal 
The coupon bouds in th e hands of th e p etitioner 
were issued under a ch a rter granted to th e city in 
A pril, 1853. T e a t ch arter cm j-owercd th e m unicipal 
authorities to issue bonds for th e past indebtedness 
of tiie form er city governm ent, and to set ap art aud 
appropriate 55 per cent, of the m unicipal revenue, 
-e hen jiaid into the treasu ry , “ to an in terest and 
sinking fund, which shall tic applied to the paym ent 
of th e aunual in terest aud th e final redem ption of 
bonds issued for city indebtedness, i s accordance 
w ith th e provisions of th is A it.” 
(S cs. 34, 35, 
Stats. 1838, p . 279.) The bonds were therefore is­ 
sued u n d er a law wbich provided for th e ir redem p­ 
tion as they became due, w ith interest thereon, pay­ 
able annuady u ntil redeem ed. 
B ut th e ch arter also 
provided th a t ” th e city and countv shall n ot be 
sued ir. any action w hatever, nor shall any of its 
lanus, buddings, im provem ents, property, 
fran­ 
c is s, ta x is, revenue, actions, choses in aclion and 
effects, be su b ject to any attach m en t, levy or sale, 
or any process w hatever, eith er m esne or fi.ftl.” 
(See 1, Id ) 
In 1863 the ch arter of 1258 was repealed, and a 
now ch arter substitu ted . Tne repeal cf th e uid ch ar­ 
ter cid n ot im pair tho validity of contracts made 
under its provisions. 
In fact, th e sub stitu ted ch arter of 1SC3 contained 
th e sam e provision for an 11 in terest and sinking 
fu n d ” for th e paym ent of th e annual in terest of the 
bonds and of th e ir redem ption as th a t contained in 
th e repealed ch arter ; and it also contained an im ­ 
plied prohibition against su its or actions against tbe 
city upon any bonds which had been issued under 
tiie form er charter. 
T h e refo re.it is contended bv 
both th e original and su b stitu ted ch arters tbe hold­ 
ers of t - ese city bonds took and held them with 
notice th a t no actions upon them could be m ain­ 
tained against tiie city. 
B ut, how ever th a t may bo, it is no answ er to a 
pr.-oec ling bv m an d am u s against an officer of the 
city' to com pel tb e perform ance of a d u ty , in connec­ 
tion w ith th e paym eut of th e bonds, w hich th e law 
u n d er w hich they were issued lias specially enjoined 
upou him . 
(M eyer vs. Brown, 1*2 1’ac. C. L. J ., p. 
153). 
If, therefore, it was th e clear legal d u ty of 
th e T reasurer to do the act dem anded of him , per- 
fonnauce of it can be com itelied, and tb e only q ues­ 
tion is, was it th e d uty of th e T reasurer to pay tbe 
coupons, w hen presented to him , o u t of the fund 
w hich he ha-1 on hand. 
Toa: fond contaiueU 8100,060, and th e m oneys had 
been set ap art and appropriated fur th e purpose of 
th e paym ent of the au n u alin teiest and final redem p­ 
tion of*the bonds. 
(8 tais. 1858. p. 279; Stats. 1863, 
p. 426.) The Interest was made [ a t able wt the ctfi:e 
of th e T reasurer on the first day of Jan u ary of each 
year (Sec. 37. S tale., 1858, p. 28*)). and s its Sectien 
40 of th e su ite s ’a tu te : ” It shall be th e d u ty of th e 
Treasurer to p tv the in trreat on said bonds when 
th e sim e falls due, o u t of said in terest fund as pro- 
v id .d in th is A ct.” T hus tho d u ty to pay is specialty 
enjoined upon th e officer. 
It is a 8[>eciai d u ty w ith 
regard to th e bor.ds which is inqierativc upon him 
over and beyond th e ordinary duties of his office as 
pre-sen toil by o ther provisions of th e charter, ordi­ 
nances or orders of the m unicipal authorities. Being 
a special d u ty , no ot .cr statu te, ordinance or order 
was requisite F r i t s peiform ance. 
N or was l' necessary th a t the coupons should have 
been pres -ntevl to th e Board of T rustees and A ud­ 
ito r for exam ination and au d it, as ordinary accounts 
or claim s against th e cite, under th e provisions of 
Sections 2, 5, 8, 9 of the A ct of 1863 ; fur as the law 
u nder which they and th e bonds to w hich th ey be­ 
longed w ere issued m ade it th e duty of the Treasurer 
to pay them fin the m anner, and o u t cf th e fund pro­ 
vided for th a t purpose, no w arrants w ere necessary 
to authorize th e ir paym ent. 
N or is th e fact, if it 
exists, th a t th ere are o th e r creditors interested in 
th e fund provided fo r th e ir paym ent, w ho have not 
dem anded paym ent, any answ er to th e application 
of tb e petitioner. 
N on-action by others having even 
equvl n g h ts w ith him , in s m ilte r on which his 
rig h t is founded, cannot p rejudice him in th e asser­ 
tion of his light nor excuse non-perform ance of a 
d u ty in connection w ith it spe :i illy en joined by law. 
Aioi as th e coupons p artak e of the na tire of th e 
bonds to which they belong, and ag ain st which tbe 
S tatu te of Lim ita'¡ ms had not ru n , they were not 
barred bv the statu te. 
Ju d g m en t reversed and cause reman ied.

I heir Letter of Instructions to County As­ 
sessors—All Property to be Assessed at 
Full Cash Value 


The State Board cf Eqnalizstioc, which 
ha3 been in session during the past werk, has 
issued the following circular to the County 
Assessors throughout the State. 
I t is a doc­ 
ument which will be read with interest by 
taxpayers. 
I t id in ths hands of ths State 
Printer, and will be ready for distribution in 
about ten days : 
Office of thk S tats Board of E oualization, : 
Sacramkxto, F ebruary 14,1884. 
I 
To th e C ounty Assessors : In M arch, 1883, th is 
B -ard addressed a circular letter to th e Assessors of 
th e several counties, for th e pur[*oee thereby t a in­ 
cite them to a m oi - faithful discharge of th e ir d u ­ 
ties, b oth in respect to discovering and assessing 
property which heretofore had tsctp ed assessm ent, 
and als j to th e assessm ent of ali property at its full 
cash value. 
In th a t circular we used th e following 
language: 
" The assessm ent of pro p erty below its ‘ full cosh 
value’ m u st cease. 
It is die 'firm purpose of the 
Board, so far as it lies in its pow er, to effect a ju st, 
equal and full cash value assessm ent of property, 
am i w here any Assessor has not pei form ed his duty, 
and has u n d er-as'essed th e property of his couutv, 
the Board wi’l u nhesitatingly exercise th e power 
conferred by th e C onstitution, and increase th e total 
assessm ent of th e county." 
W e traveled th ro u g h o u t the S tate, and the resu lt 
of our investigation was th e increase by th e Board 
of th e total assessm ent of tw en ty counties. We did 
o u r sim ple d u ty , as we shall likewise do in th e pres­ 
en t year if we find any county under assessed. 
55 e pointed o u t in our circular th a t ou r power is 
lim itisi to increasing th e whole assessm ent roll, and 
th a t if such increase should be m ade some injustice 
would be dene. 
N otw ithstanding ou r w arning, 
tw enty Assessors, w ithout a shadow of doubt, u n d er­ 
assessed th e ir counties. 
We have hee-i subjected to s im e criticism on ac­ 
count of our action. 
T hat som e injustice is done by 
such an increase th ere can be no d o u b t; but it was 
in th e pow er of th e Assessors to prevent it, and 
upon them we int ist th a t th e responsibility should 
rest. 
So far as th e inere<se of values for county tax a­ 
tion is concerned, th e ow ners of p roperty and hold­ 
ers of m ortgages are not affected. 
J he county has 
to raise a sum certain, aud th e am ount of t xes lev­ 
ied and collected is th e sam e, w h eth er th " valuation 
or th e r .te of taxation be high or low. 
But in re­ 
spect to S tate tax atio n , th ere was, in the counties 
affected by o u r increase of valuations, an additional 
am ount of tax- s paid by th e holders of m ortgages 
assum ed to have been assessed a t th tic full value* 
b a t not so m uch as th e public is led to believe 
For 
instance, if we had n ot increased th e assessm ent the 
rate of State tax would liave been in round num bers 55 
cents, w hereas ihc tax by th e increase was only 49 7 
cents. In a county w here 'h e raisow as 10 per cent 
th e holder of a m ortgage of 81,00(1. if no increase had 
been m ade, would have paid 85 5», w hereas, by in­ 
crease, he was m ade to pav only $5 )6. 
In a county 
w here tile increase was 20 per cent., his paym ent 
was 85 96. 
F o r th e parpóse of placing ourselves rig h t before 
th e p u b li: we wish to direct atteu tio u to th e scope 
of o u r p ow ers: 
W hen th e fir.it Board took office it was the popu­ 
lar beiief th a t the 1’» »ard had th e pow er to equalize 
in d m Ju a l assessm euta. 
This power, however, was 
denie-i to it by th e S uprem e C ourt. 
In th e case of 
Wells, Fa»go & Co. th e Suprem e C ourt decided th at 
th e seveial Boards of Super visors equalized between 
individua s, aud th a t th e power of the State Board 
is lim ited “ to th e «qualization of the assignm ent 
robs of th e various counties by com paring th e as­ 
sessm ent roll of e.ach county w ith th e roll of each 
and all th e others, and th u s m ake th e wh* le assess­ 
m ent conform to th e tru e value in m oney of the 
property contained in th e respective ro lls.” 
We, therefore, cannot increase or lower an indi­ 
vidual assessm ent. 
We cannot sav th a t a m ort^a^e 
may n ot be raif-ed, and th a t the pr'opertv m< rt-ip e d 
m ust alone hear th e increase. 
We can only look at 
th e sum total of th e assessm ent of a county, and if 
such sum does not equal th e tru e am ount of th e as­ 
sessm ent a t full cash value, we can only, and we 
m u st add such percentage as shall bnn>r th e total 
to such tru e value. 
The question has frequently 
been asked u s : 
“ How can you m ake a m o it- 
trage fed ven, say for $1,000, w orth, by an increase of 
20 per cent., $1,2007 
The question argues ignor­ 
ance of the revenue system and th e decioiocs of tbe 
Suprem e C ourt. 
The question of the raising of 
m o r tic e s has been before th e Suprem e C ourt of 
th e btate. 
In ls8 1 t th e S tate Board added, in p u r­ 
suance cf the au th o rity of th e ease of Weils, F ar^o 
Co. vs. th e S tate Board, a percentage to th e total 
assessm ents of certain counties, am onij which was 
th e city and county of San Francisco. 
The .Auditor 
of San Francisco refused to place the percentage 
added by th e Board, upon th e valuation of m o rt­ 
gages, on the grcum l th a t a m ortgage was iu the 
sam e category as m oney, which could n o t be in­ 
creased. 
A w rit ( f m andate was su»*d o u t against 
the g\uditor, and th e buprerne C ourt held th a t a 
m ortgage was n ot “ m oney.” b u t tn ereh property ; 
th a t it had a com m ercial value possibly in tom e 
cases beyond its tru e value. 
The question again 
was presented to the Court. 
In 1SS3 the G erm ania 
Savings Bank applied to the Suprem e C ourt for a 
w rit to issue restraining th e Board from pi icing any 
percentage uj»on m ortgages, or, in o th er words, to 
obtain the order of th e C ourt in such term s th a t th e 
percentage of increase contem pl ifed bv th e lizard 
upon property would be exclusive of m ortgages. The 
C ourt refused the w rit. 
O ur posi'ion is plain. 
We cannot affect individual 
property in classes. 
The Suprem e C ourt ha*, in ( ff- ct, decided, and it 
is well for all citizens to bear tbis in mi- d, th a t the 
revenue system is based upon th e th eo ry th a t each 
county is a politic il subdivision of th e S tate, and 
hound, each year, to co n trih u ’c to th e treasu ry of 
th e St ite a s u n in proportion to th e whole value of 
its taxable property. 
Tne county elects an Assessor 
as its agent to determ ine th e value of such property, 
and if such agent does n ot state the tru e am ount of 
property th e law provides th a t a C ounty B >ard of 
Kqualization 
shall be 
aud it is 
clothed with 
th e pow er to exam ine every citizen who is under or 
over assessed, and have his property properly listed. 
If, therefore, tb e As -vs* >r undervalues property, 
and if, afterw ards, the H iard of -upervisors, < lmrged 
w ith th e d u ty of equalizing, allows th e fau lt to be 
uncorrected, and ctttz*-ns of a cour.tv, w hether by 
silence or pos tive approval, allow the offense to be 
com m itted, th e C onstitution places upon us the 
plain d uty to add such percentage to th e valuation 
as shall bring th e asscsm ietit t > th e tru e standard 
of full cash value 
We stand between counties to 
see th a t justice is done, in the"sam e relation th at 
Boards of Supervisors Ft and to individuals. 
If tho Assess *r and th e Supervisors and th e c iti­ 
zens fail to do th eir d u ty th e penalty m ust he borne, 
th a t is to say, th e assrssm ent m u st he ii creased. 
Let those who claim t h at an injustice has been done 
see to it th is year th a t property is ju stly assessed, 
irrespective of wha* th ey think is being done in ad ­ 
joining counties, and ¡Í anyone shall be in ju red by 
our increase th is year let him visit his w rath upon the 
offi iera of his county who fail to perform th e ir duty. 
We hope when we have surrendered o u r tru sts th a t 
public opinion will be such th a t no Assessor w ill 
dare to uiscrim inate in his assessm ents. 
D uring our visit to th e cout.tiis w*e found th a t all 
inferior property was assessed relatively nearer the 
sum of it* w orth th an superior property, and this 
rem ark apjipli s to land, im provem ents, horses, 
cows and all kinds of personal property. 
The small 
farm er, living in the hills or farm ing sec n<l or 
th ird -rate land, is assessed at nearer th e value of 
his land th an th e valley or rich-land farm er is as­ 
sessed for his land. • >rdmary horses are relatively 
b etter as^e^sed than high-class horses. 
T horough­ 
bred ta ttle seldom figure in th e list. 
Laud held in 
small tracts is assessed at a higher la te per acre 
th an land of sam e qu ality held in large tracts. 
Some Assessors fail to exact an oath to th e sta te ­ 
m ent of property as required by law*. 
As th e As­ 
sessor has to rely on th e statem en t for the am ount 
of personal property held on the first Monday in 
M arch, we think th a t t e Assessor should exercise 
m ore rigid scrutiny into th e statem ent. 
A little 
cross-exam ination before th e oath is adm inistered 
would have a salutary influence over th e conscience 
of th e property-bolder. 
We found an inexcusable looseness in the descrip­ 
tion of personal property. 
It is n ot sufficient to eay 
on the roll “ personal p roperty.” 
Personal prop­ 
erty should be enum erated a s : W heat, so m any 
to n s <r p o unds; horses, cows, sheep, etc., giving 
th e ir num ber. 
Secti >n 3«ó0 of th e Penal Code im ­ 
peratively requires th a t you should show on th e as- 
sessmei t book th e num ber, kind and quality of p er­ 
sonal property. 
T h - saving clause of th e fourth 
subdivision does not lessen the d u ty of th e Assessor, 
it is merely’ for t ‘ e protection of the State. 
In some counties “ franchises” are, and in o th er 
counties are not, as*esfieJ. 
Kvery corporation de­ 
riving it rig h ts to exist and transact business from 
th e s u te —every ow ner of a t >ll-road, bridges, or 
ferry, pos*-; s-esa franchise which is th e subject of 
taxation. 
Please see to it th a t these properties are 
assessed. 
W e found, generally, m ortgaged r e d estate as­ 
sessed b u t little, if any, in excess of th e am ount of 
th e m o rtg 'g e th* roon. 
No am ount of reasoning or 
excuses can ju stify such a violation of the plainest 
rules of com mon sense or justice, and it is incom ­ 
prehensible by the B »ard how an Assessor can fail 
to heed th e plain indication which a m ortgage af­ 
fords of th e value of th e property affected by the 
m ortgage. 
There w ere som e counties whose assessm ents were 
n ot rai ed. 
We do not intend thereby to be under­ 
stood th a t we were entirely satisfi-d with such as­ 
sessm ents, of which th e Assessors of those counties 
will please tak e due notice. 
N or do we wish to be 
understood th a t th e total assessm ent of last year 
represents th e full value of the property of the 
S tate. 
The last three years w ituessed unexam pled pros­ 
perity in th e S tate. 
Poth increase in values aud 
im provem ents upon real estate are eoing on, and we 
confidently look for a large increase in th e assess­ 
m en t of 1884 over th a t of 1SS3. 
The m em bers of the Board in a few days will s ta rt 
on th eir anim al visit to th e counties, and hope to 
have th e pleasure of m eeting you, and they take 
th is first opportunity to retu rn th an k s for courtesies 
extended last year, u o t only by the Assessors, b ut 
by o th er county officers.

i OOAl INTELLIGENCE. 


P olice C om m issioners —A special meet­ 
ing of the Board cf Police Commissioners 
was held yesterday afternoon. L. S. Taylor, 
\V. It. StroDg and S. B. Smith appeared as a 
committee from the Citizens’ Association to 
ask that the police force be made to enforce 
the law forbidding the sale of liquor on elec­ 
tion days. It was also stated that the Trus­ 
tees would be asked to select some other 
places than saloons for polling places. Com­ 
missioner Henry moved that the police be di­ 
rected to use vigilance in reference to the 
matter complained of, and his motion was 
adopted. Commissioner Karcher suggested, 
during the discussion of the motion, tha\. if 
the B >ard furnished him 100 extra officers 
for election day he would see that no liquor 
was sold, but intimated that it was impossi­ 
ble with his Bmall force to kepp peace at the 
polls and watch the 400 saloons in town. 
Judge Henry’ stated that there was a citizen 
present who had alleged that on the day pre­ 
vious he had seen a policeman drunk on the 
street. He urged the citizen to make a state­ 
ment, but that gentleman, Mr. Parker, did 
not accept the iovitation. In this connection 
it is proper to state that members of the po­ 
lice force request him to give the name of 
the policeman referred to, holding that it is 
not right for the whole force to suffer under 
the imputation, even if one man was guilty, 
and of that they have serious doubts. 
C ourt I tem s.—In the Superior Court, be­ 
fore Judge Armstrong, yesterday, George M. 
Farr, who is in custody on a charge of for­ 
gery, w.»s examined before a jury as to his 
sanity, he having acted so singularly for 
many weeks as to lead the officers at the jail, 
as well as others, to think that perhaps he 
was demented. Several witnesses were exam­ 
ined, including a number of phyviciana. The 
jury were out only about long enough to take a 
ballot, and returned with a verdict that Farr 
was sane 
In Department Two, Judge Mc­ 
Farland, the ca«e of C. L. White vs. H. G. 
Smith, for $3.000 attorney’s fees, was sub­ 
mitted to the jury about 1 P. M. A rerdict 
was rendered a short time afterwards in favor 
of plaintiff for the amount sued for....T he 
case of Ah Cue vs. L avi Painter, for damages 
in the sum of $21,150, alleged to have been 
sustained in consequence of defendant having 
shot at aud wounded him on the 6:h of last 
June, because of his having taken some fruit 
from defendant’s orchard without permission, 
occupied the Court the remainder of the day, 
and will be resumed this morning. C. T. 
Jones appears for the plaintiff, and Grove L. 
Johnson for the defendant. 
Ah S ing's T rouble.—Ah Sing, Police 
Court interpreter, went to Daviaville yester­ 
day morning to interpret in the case of four 
of his fellow countrymen who were to be tried 
for petit larceny in stealing wood. After the 
testimony was io, a white man, apparently 
without any cause, assaulted him as he was 
walking over to the depot, and hit him sev­ 
eral times in the face. The assailant was ar­ 
rested.

THE WEATHER. 
Sergeant Barwick reports : The rapidly 
falling barometer during the last twenty-four 
hours was good evidence to meterologists that 
an atmospheric disturbance was at hand, and 
one that would extend from Tatooeh Island 
to probably San Diego. It was followed in 
this city at about 5:15 P. M. with a brisk fall 
of snow, lasting five minutes, and then turn­ 
ing to rain, and up to 8 P. M. there had been 
precipitated .10 of an inch of rain and melted 
snow, making 1.43 for the month, 4.86 inches 
for the year, and 7.78 inches for the season. 
The following is the rainfall for each sea­ 
son from 1877-8 to the present. Bach sea­ 
son’s rainfall is up to and including the 14th 
of February of each. Rainfall for season of 
1877-8, 16.43 inches ; season of 1878-9, 8.16 
inches ; season of 1879-SO, 8 03 inches ; season 
of 1880-1, 20.99 inches ; season of 1SS1-2, 8.70 
inches ; season of 1882-3, 10 89 inches ; pres­ 
et season 1883-4, to date, 7.78 inches. We 
re, therefore, over .25 of an inch less than 
he dryest season during the past seven years. 
The average precipitation for seven years 
past is 11 57 inches, which shows the present 
season to be 3.79 inches below an average 
precipitation of the seven seasons past. 
The barometer was falling rapidiy at 8 r. 
M. last night from Tatoosh Island to Loa An­ 
geles, with a rising temperature, and weather 
threatenirg with rain and snow as follows : 
Light snow at Roseburg and Red Bluff; light 
rain at Sacramento snd Sail Francisco; 
threatening at Portland and Los Angeles ; 
fair at Tatoosh Inland, clear at Fort Canby 
and cloudy at Olympia. During the past 
eight hours there was 07 of an inch of rain at 
Tatoosh. a sprinkle at Portland and Red 
Bluff, .03 of an inch of 6qow at Rosehurg, .10 
of an inch of rain at Sacramento; .60 of an 
inch of rain at San Francisco and .05 
of an inch at Los Angeles. The temperature 
wind and weather at 12 ar. yesterday was :

Olympia, 35°, calm and clear ; Portland, 24°, 
northeast and cloudy ; Port Canby, 35°, south­ 
east and cloudy ; R< seburg, 26°, northwest 
and cloudy ; Red Bluff, 38°, north and cloudy;

Francisco petitioned the Ceutral Pacific I 
Railroad Company to revoke the order 
changing the tim e of departure of the 
overland (A tlantic) express from San Fran­ 
cisco to 3 P. M., and substitute 5 P. M 
General M anager A. N . Tovrne has replied 
to the request, saying th at it is not practi­ 
cable. 
H e says ; “ W hile it is the aim of 
our people iu arranging for tim e schedules 
to accomm odatj the greater num ber of our 
patrons interested therein, we cannot, of 
course, in all cases, make our arriving and 
leaving tim e exactly in accordance with 
the wishes of all parties, or, we m ight say, 
oftimcs w ith our own desires, as schedules 
for our overland trains have to be made up 
somewhat in accordance w ith the train 
tim e of connecting roadB. 
Tnerefore, you 
see, we are influenced by considerations 
beyond our control. 
Take, for instance, 
the train referred tc —Express No. 1. 
It 
would hsrdly be practicable to make its 
leaving time at 5 p. M.” 
H e adds th at to 
such a change a9 to 5 P. M. “ would neces­ 
sitate our arriving at Ogden two hours 
later than at the present time, as it ¡3 im ­ 
possible to run this train w ith safety faster 
than we are now running, and our connec­ 
tions at Ogden are urging us to arrive there 
earlier instead of later. 
As a m atter of 
economy we feel obliged to U3e this train 
over the western portion of the line as an 
accommodation train, transacting more or 
less of the local business.

seven days’ run, taking the difference of 
local standard rime. 
Then our train left 
San Francisco at S A. M , and to allow cor­ 
respondence to be properly answered, re­ 
plies conld not leave until S A. M. the fol­ 
lowing W ednesday, and would not arrive 
until fi:45 A. M. of the succeeding W ednes­ 
day. 
Thus a New Y ork correspondent 
w riting on Monday would not receive his 
reply until the third W ednesday there­ 
after. 
Now, as trains are run, correspon­ 
dence can leave New Y ork on Monday 
evening at 8 o’clock and arrive here at S:40 
p. M. on Sunday cf the same week, giving 
ample time for replies, which can leave on 
the next day (Monday) at 3 P. M., and 
arrive in New Y’ork at 3:35 P. M. of the 
following Sunday, in tim e for delivery 
next morning, enabling the New Y'ork cor­
